10. To see if the town will vote to allow 5% discount on 
all taxes paid on or before July Ist, 1925. 


11. To see if the town will authorize the selectmen and 
treasurer to borrow money for the use of the town. 


12. To elect one director for the Richmond-Swanzey Tel- 
ephone Co. 


13. To see if the town will vote to reforest waste land 
which they own, or take any action relating thereto. 


14. To hear the reports of agents, auditors, or commit- 
tees heretofore chosen, or take any action relating thereto. 


15. To take action on any other matter that may legally 
come before the meeting.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Board of Education and Citizens of Richmond: 


I hereby submit my third annual report as superintendent 
of schools. 


The North Richmond school has continued to operate 
during the past year at a high degree of efficiency under the 
able leadership of Miss Bernice Smith. The building is now in 
good physical condition and well equipped to do good work. 
The addition of new blackboards is a great help as the old 
ones were in very bad condition. The attendance at this school 
has been fairly good although below the average for rural 
schools in the state. 

Conditions at the Four Corners school have not been so sat- 
isfactory. Recent repairs to the building make it now meet 
the minimum legal requirements as regards lighting, seating 
and general sanitary conditions. The equipment is standard, 
or nearly so. The chief difficulty is in the ridiculously poor 
attendance of the pupils. With a total enrolment of 32 and 
an average membership of 28, the average daily attendance 
was but 17 for the year; a per cent of attendance of only 61 
when the average for the state is nearly 95%. It is a pity that 
the attendance laws cannot be more strictly enforeed in this 
section of the town. It is impossible for pupils to do good 
work when they are absent so much. 

The work of the Prescott district school for the year has 
been far from satisfactory. Lack of interest on the part of 
pupils and apparently on the part of parents as well, judging 
by the poor attendance, and the difficulty of getting properly 
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qualified teachers for the smaller and more isolated schools, 
combined to bring about a state of affairs not conducive to the 
best educational results. We hope that a partial solution to the 
problem has been found by arranging with the Keene Normal 
School to supply us with capable girls from the senior class to 
teach this school. Now if the parents will cooperate by sending 
their children to school regularly, it is probable that this school 
ean be brought up to reasonable high standards of accomplish- 
ment, in the near future.
